“There has been much speculation 
in this country regarding the char- 
acter of the ‘special measures’ to 
which Mr. Baldwin referred in the 
house of commons as being under 
consideration for the protection of 
British shipping in view of the ap- 
plication to it of the United States 
prohibition law. 

No Intention of Sacrifice. 

“The public may, however, rest as- 
sured the British government has no 
intention of sacrificing the vital 
British interests involved. Our Brit- 
ish merchant service is our life 
blood. Its prosperity is the more’ 
essential to us because its earnings 
help to liquidate the heavy payments 
that have to be made to the United 
States for interest and sinking fund 
on the loan incurred during the war 
for the common cause of the allies. 

“It need only be mentioned that if 
the British empire treated United 
States shipping as the United States 


steamers would not be allowed to com- 
pete in traffic between any two ports 
in the empire. We, in this country, 
have no wish to be driven to such 
measures, but we ask nothing unfair 
of the great friendly nation which we 
have come to regard as an ally, a 
to which we are paying nine banded 
million pounds when we suggest th 
British steamers and their crews and 
passengers have certain rights that 
under the comity of nations ought not 
lightly to be overridden.” 

The Saturday Review shares the 
view of the Daily Mail, and demands 
immediate retaliation.

They as- 
sume that both the Mexican people 
and the government desire recognition 
the United States and it is up to 
the government tc advance concrete 
proposals which will make this pos- 
sible. Failure of the conference it is 
intimated would mean new political 
and financial difficulties for Mexico. 

The prolonged discussion of the 
Mexican delegates with President Ob- 
rego relative to the concrete proposals 
which the Americans are awaiting, 
is due, it is authoritatively stated, 
the diffieulty of evolving a method 
for granting the guarantees expected 
by the United States without discrim- 
inating against the rights of Mexican 
and provoking domestic op- 
position.

When to this 
increase in tuifion fees is added a fur- 
ther extra cost due to lack of ac- 


commodations in the dormitories, the 
question of a technical education at 
Georgia Tech becomes an impossibility 
to a great many Georgians, 

Only Two Dormitories, 

“The Georgia School of Technology 
has only two dormitories, built partly 
by state funds and private gifts. These 
two can take care of 325 students, 
or about half the freshman class, Al! 
other students are cut off from the 
cheaper rate given by living in the 
school dormitories, because the state 
has not taken any steps to remedy 
this condition. Hundreds of stu- 
dents are paying their way through 
Tech, and these increases in their ex- 
pense accounts, due to lack of state 
appropriations, is a hardship which 
kills their best efforts, as they are 
forced to work part time day or 
night to make this extra money. 

“Men who have only moderate 
means cannot afford this extra ex- 
pense for theit sons, 
are in reality cut off by the state 
from the advantages of an education 
which the stute owes them. This is, 
in fact, a penalty inflicted on the 
poor young man_ and will operate 
against his obtaining what by all just 
considerations is due to him from the 
state, 

“A first-year instructor's salary 
Georgia Tech, due to the lack of state 
appropriations, is so small that only 
teachers with little experience, or who 
have just graduated from college, are 
willing to actept positions at Tech. 
At the end of the first year, if they 
prove satisfactory to the head of the 
department, they are of more value 
and are in a position to do better 
work. They ask for an increase in 
their salaries. At the present time 
no such increase is possible. These 
teachers, then, get testimonials from 
their superiors as to the success they 
have made here and simply move on 
to other schools which are willing and 
able to pay them better salaries. This 
exodus from our teaching foree has 
grown worse and worse during the 
last few years, and at present amounts 
to over 20 yer cent. This is a con- 
dition which exists also at the Univer- 
sity of Georgia. 

Unfortunate Condition. 


“Tf this unfcrtunate condition con- 
tinues (and it must continue unless 
help is obtained from the state to 
provide for increases in salaries) it 
will necessarily result in a lowering 
of our standard as an institution of 
the first grade. How long can the 
University of Georgia and Georgia 
Tech keep up their standard if they 
are handicapped by this lack of funds 
and are forced to accept teachers of 
inferior quality on account of the tack 
of state suppcrt? This state of af- 
fairs is unjust also to the young men 
of the state who are supposed to get 
the best instruction at their state in- 
stitutions, when they will, if the mat- 
ter is allowed to drift further, be 
taught by underpaid teachers, who for 
that very reason cannot be of the 
best grade, nor take the same inter- 
est in their work. In many cases 
teachers who kave made good records 
have to engage in other work in order 
to eke out a living. The-stimulus in 
the class of work is gradually lost 
and they resign. 


“The Georgia School of Technology 
is recognized all over the United 
States as one of the biggest assets 
that Georgia has, and its graduates 
rank among the best in the courtry. 
It is an institution of which the whole 
state is justly proud. Will Georgia, 
the most progressive state, as she de-

neglect and ignorance letting gv to 
waste every year. It is not a ques- 
tion of whether we can afford tuese 
permanent roads. but a question of 
how much longer we can afford to be 
without them. 


“Pro Rating” Not Feasible. 


“I am not at all in sympathy with 
the suggestion and agitation of pro 
rating the present road fund to the 
counties and charge the county beards 
with maintaining the state system. 
This is reacticnary in the extreme. 
Uniformity of construction and main- 
tenance, as well as the proper con- 
necting of the roads, are absolutely 
impossible under this plan. <All ex- 
perience and practice are against it. 
No state in t e union has tound it 
wise or feasible. Under such a plan 
federal aid would be withheld trom 
Georgia and thcre would be no earth- 
ly need for a +: ate highway depart- 
ment. 

“As the construction progresses I 
would first build one road, and oly 
one to begin with, through each cuun- 
ty, and it should pass through the 
county seat. ‘This will call for sone- 
where near 3,500 miles, and at $20,- 
QOO a mile, the average cost now ¢sti- 
mated for permanent roads of proper 
width, this would cost $70,000,000, 
Over $15,000,000 worth of this per- 
manent system is already built and 
during the next two years we will 
get $4,000,000 more in federal aid 
and $4,000,000 from the new taxes 
outlined later on. This initial system 
could then be completed for $47,000,- 
000, and considering what we could 
get in federal aid during this large 
construction period, a $40,000,000 
bond issue would give every county in 
the state at least one permanent cond. 

“If a bond issue for state high- 
Ways is put forth there is no reason 
or logie in tying on to it bonds for 
the other pressing needs of the state. 
If these improvements and needs can- 
not be had in any other way, let's 
have a bond issue for this cause to 
be supported out of the general tax 
fund. If the auto industry builds 
i state system of permanent roads 
for all other vehicles as well as for 
its own use, it is not fair or just to 
to call on it for more. 

Highway Use Grows. 

“Highway travel has grown to such 
proportious and is increasing with 
such rapidity that the situation is 
acute. Maintenance is utterly help- 
less until we build something to main- 
tain. If we do justice to our educa- 
tional institutions, to our confederate 
soldiers and other great needs of the 
state we cannot hope to have an : de- 
quate highway system during our life- 
time without a bond issue. ‘This is 
the only proper solution of this prob- 
lem and I consider it sound business 
judgment. Other great enterprises 
that serve the future are financed in 
this way. 

“Hlowever, it may not be wise to 
push a bond issue at the approaching 
session of the legislature. A _ great 
deal of diligent effort and careful 


{introduce and 


thought has been given to the sub- 
ject, yet it is doubtful if the econo- 


mic necessity and the great benefits 
of improved highways, as well ag the 
feasibility of the plan have been suf- 
ficiently put before the public. Even 
if passed this -time the issue could - 
not be carried to the people until 
after the following session. 


Plan Is Outlined. 


“Briefly, the plan I have outlined 
is: I would first take all the present 
gas tax for roads where it rightfully 
belongs and add one cent more, put 
on a motor fuel tax pf fifteen per 
cent and use this combined fund for 
the next two years in matching fed-.

VALLEY MEMORIAL TO SERVICE 


Altered by Work of Sharp 


BY LOYD A. WILHOIT. 

A few days ago a_ sun-browned 
man with a thin, aesthetic face and 
keen gray eyes sat in the offices of 
The Constitution and told of a life 
work that has resulted in the trans- 
formation of an entire community’s 
view of life. 

That gray-haired man of vivid 
countenance and intense gaze was Dr. 
Ramsay C. Sharp, president of Rein- 
hardt college of Waleska, Cherokee 


county, a little Methodist institution 
of learning that nestles in a_ broad, 
green valley cradled in the lap of 
towering Bird and Pinelog mountains. 


Unaceompanied by Yhe verbal her- 
aldy that usually presages a news- 
paper “story” of distinguished ac- 
complishment, Dr. Sharp’s life work 
came to light in piecemeal during 
the course of a quiet conversation. 
Sensationalism was in no way asso- 
ciated with his words—and it would 
be little Tees than treagherous to 
conv@,¢ them into the product of the 
“yellow journalist.” 

Sixteen Years’ Service. 

As a result, this story of Ramsay 
€. Sharp and his quiet work in the 
Georgia mountains violates all “‘news’”’ 
rules from the start and unfolds it- 
self in the same calm manner adopt- 
ed by the narrator. 


To the few who do not know Dr. 
Sharp and his work at Reinhardt, be 
it said that he has devoted sixteen 
years of his life to the development 
of the little school in the hazy Georgia 
valley of the Blue Ridge foothills. 


As he told of the slow but constant 
growth of the institution school and 
its effect upon the mountain life 
about it, Dr. Sharp’s love for his 
work and hope for its continued ex- 
pansion shone in his face. 

“What about moonshiners?”’ he was 
asked. “Do they trouble you or your 
students—what is their attitude to- 
word Reinhardt?’ 

Dr. Sharp puffed at a homely briar 
pipe before he replied in the slow 
mountain drawl that belies the “‘snap”

Eixplains Statement. 


“Once they gave us lots of trouble.” |

And his reply brought to light the 
transformation of the viewpoint on 
life of the community -about Rein- 
hardt college. 

“Well, it’s like this,” explained Dr. 
Sharp. “When I took up the reins at 
Reinhardt sixteen years ago or there- 
about, the 400 square miles of valley 
land about Waleska was a center for 
the whisky manufactuting business. 
The man who believed that the gov- 
ernment had the right to refuse to 
allow any citizen to make or drink 
whisky was regarded as a fool—but 
there were those in the community 
who held just that view. 

“Students of Reinhardt accepted 
the view of the majority of the peo-

“One 
time I was nearly mobbed for de- 
nouncing its baieful grasp upon the 
mountain lfe—but still we fought 
liquor beldly and openly. 

“And now the day has come when 
the situation has completely changed. 
Students of Reinhardt, without excep- 
tion, realize that liquor is an ene- 
my to be shunned. I speak truly 
when I tell you that they will not 
tolerate a moonshine stil] in all the 
400 square miles of the Blue Ridge 
valley of which it ig the cultural, so- 
cial and geographic center. 

“Reinhardt young men _ have 
tramped through the hills and torn 
from their hotbeds many a. still be- 
trayed to their keen sight by the 
smoke. And today I could eall upon 
hundreds of its students and alumni 
who would walk 25 miles to destroy 
the copper monstrosity that is the 
curse of the Georgia mountains.” 

And there you have it.

“If diagnosed early it can be cured 


by local application, but when more | 


advanced, trachoma can only be 
by operation,” he said. 
End is Blindness. 

The great trouble 
seems to be that a person may have it 
for many months without experienc- 
ing symptoms indicating the presence 
of any eye disease, the end, however, 
is complete blindness, 

“It is one of the most ancient 
diseases of which we have any knowl- 
edge,” the doctor said. “It was known 
by the ancient Egyptians and Hippoc- 
rates, the famous Greek physician, 
who lived 400 years before the begin- 
ning of the Christian era, was fully 
acquainted with its ravaging and de- 
structive qualities.

‘Austria Is Utopia of Low 


RETURNING PROGRESS SEEN BY HUGH W. CONKLIN 


Rents, Says Atlanta Man 


Can you imagine Austria as a 
land where rents are so low that 
one never worries about the visit 
of the landlord? Would you be- 
lieve the statement that Austria 
—war-torn Austria with its revo- 
lutions and demonstrations—was 
as peaceable and well fed al- 
most as Atlanta herself? 

Hugh W. Conklin, native At- 
lantan, former university foot- 
ball star and brother of Walter 
E. Conklin, architect in the 
Candler annex, says all these 
things are true. Mr. Conklin 
left Atlanta for Austria last 
summer after severing his con- 
nection with a life insurance 
company here. He sailed with 
Charlie McDaniel, also of At- 
lanta, to handle contracts be- 
tween American manufacturers 
and the Austrian government 
and private industries.He plans 
to enter Russia us soon as he 
can secure passports, 

In the following article sent 
specially to The Constitution, 
Mr. Conklin tells some highly in- 
teresting facts about his per- 
sonal experience and  observa- 
tions in Vienna and other parts 
of Austria: 


BY HUGH W. CONKLIN. 

Vienna—(Special to The Const.- | 
tution.)—Being an Atlantan who 
still likes to think of Atlanta as his 
home, I have now lived in Austria 
for about eight months. During that 
time my preconception of that coun- 
try has completely changed. 

Before my arrival in Europe, | 
had always heard of Austria with 
some such qualifying adjective as 
war-ridden, starving, anarchistie or 


poverty-stricken, and I naturally 
imagined it as a land bordering on 
a bolshevistic Russia and Decatur 
street on a Saturday night after the 
bootleggers have been unusually busy. 

Accordingly, I boarded the steamer 
which was to carry me to my foreign 
destination with no little trepidation, 
and my feelings were not particular- 
ly elevated when one of my friends 
optimistically remarked that seeing 
me off to such a God--forsaken place 
was almost like seeing me _ buried. 

As a seeming proof that all iny 
forebodings would surely come to 
pass, I was informed in Paris that 
the American consul in Vienna had 
advised all Americans to leave there 
due to the danger of socialistic. up- 
risings, 

Is Peacable City. 

IT finally arrived in that city, how- 
ever, Without mishap, and I still have 
my first riot, my first bomb, and 
my first real fight to see here. It 
is true I have seen several commun- 
ist demonstrations in which several 
thousand people walk peaceably 
along the main streets, attracting 
very little attention and causing no 
disturbance whatever, but there is 
absolutely no fear of anarchy gain- 
ing the upper hand. The lesson of 
Russia has been brought home forci- 
bly enough to make that practically 
impossible, I firmly believe’ that 
there is no country in the world more 
peaceable than Austria is at the 
present time. 

There is undoubtedly more pov- 
erty here than existed before the war. 
It would be impossible for any Eu- 
ropean country to go through what 
they went through in the years from 
1914 to 1918 without paying for it 
in some suffering. However, I be- 
lieve it would be difficult to find a 
district in Austria which could show 
the misery that exists in many of the 


temement sections of our larger 
cities, 


The law which prevents a seen 
erty-owner from ejecting a_ tenant 
and which also forbids him raising 
the rent above a certain low limit, 
assures practically every family of 
a lodging at practically no cost. To 
the small minority who really suffer 
for food, there are relief societies, 
of which the American. Relief asso- 
ciation is probably the largest. These 
have done very efficient work in dis- 
tributing nourishment. 
: Rents Are Low. 

A rather striking illustration of 
the result of the renting laws was 
given me by a representative of a 
large American firm who shared a 
wagon lit compartment with me from 
Paris to Vienna. His firm had been 
represented in Vienna for severa\ 
years, and wanting new offices, de- 
cided to purchase, shortly after the 
close of the war, a buildimg an the 
Ring Strasse. In peace times the 
ground alone would have cost far 
more than the purchase price of $35,- 
000 and the building could not have 
been constructed for much under 
half a million dollars. 

This would seem to be a wonderful 
investment, but when the firm at- 
tempted to obtain offices in its own 
building it found such was out of 
the question as it was unable to re- 
move the tenants occupying’ the 
space it desired without first paying 
an impossible. price. One of the ten- 
ants of the building, a photographer, 
received more in payment for one 
photograph than the firm received in 
rent per month on the whole build- 
How long this condition wiil 
last before the rents will come back 
to a normal hasis. 

Due to these regulations and to 
the immense drop is the value of the 
national currency, probably no class 
has suffered mere than that part of 
the previously wealthy class which

Returning Prosperity. 


These cases, however, are in the 
minority, and there are at present 
many signs of returning prosperity. 
If one will stand, for instance, on 
the Ring Strasse and note the large 
percentage of altogether new high- 
powered, motor cars in the continually 
passing stream of automobiles, he will 
see that Austria still has wealth. The 
theaters are always well attended. 
At the popular attractions it is not 
an unusual occurence to see the sign 
“Ausverkauft” (sold out- displayed. 
A short time ago, I was obliged to 
get seats a week in advance to see 
one of the popular musical comedies 
which had already run for several 
months. It is often difficult to ob- 
tain a seat at the opera in which the 
prices are very little under those of 
Atlanta’s Metropolitan. All the other 
places of amusement, such as mov- 
ing picture shows, cabarets, coffee 
houses, concert halls, race tracks, 
neighboring resorts and places of the 
like—the number of all which is 
amazing—sl do a thriving business. 

There must be many _readjust- 
ments before Austrian business can 
return to it’s pre-war prosperity. The 
enormous shrinking in its territory, 
the petty jealousies existing between 


| 


all of the new formed European 
countries with the tariff regulations 
and trade restrictions afising from 
these jealousies—the constant fluc- 
tuations in all foreign curreneies, and 
in many industries the lack of suffi- 
cient operating capital, form  ob- 
stacles, to trade which require many 
years of readjustment to be over 
come. Austria, however, is undoubt- 
edly making rapid strides in a 
peaceful and orderly manner toward 
attaining a business normalcy.

Instantly Criqui 
went in harder and hooked heavy 
blows into Kilbane’s body, jarring 
him back off balance and foreing bim 
to drop bis guard for an instant. 

A Step Out of line Wins. 

Kilbane was on his heels and go- 
ing backward when Criqui plunged 
forward and to the right, which for 
an instant, gave him a clear shot at 
Kilbane’s half Jowered right arm and 
shoulder, 

If the attack had come from square- 
ly in front, Kilbane might bave man- 
aged to block but the attack came 
out of line and he couldn't cover. 

That step out of line was the mas- 
ter stroke of the fight. Criqui’s right 
hand came over like a flash, in 
punch that was half swing, but that 
was suddenly ghortened into a hook, 
giving added impetus to his gloved fist 
just the way a short snap of the fore- 
arm cracks a whip.

Ouimet Made Wethered. 

In analyzing Wethered's final de- 
velopment, Bernard Darwin, widely 
known British golf writer and eritic, 
has a rather interesting theory. And 
strangely enough, Quimet figures 
rather prominently in this theory. In 
past wears, Wethered had been only 
n fair putter, his game on the greens | 
heing far short of his skill in other 
departments of play. According to 
Darwin, it was Ouimet who = gave 
Wethered the tip that resulted in so} 
narked an improvement that he was 
able to win the championship. 

In other years, Wethered used = a’ 
rather sprawling stance in putting. | 
lle is a tall and rangy plaver uny- 
way, and he was accustomed to sprad 
die his feet and crouch down pretty 
well over the ball. Following Ouimet's 
tip, he now stands more straight, us- 
ing a atyle that the British critics} 
-haracterize as more American, Put- 
ting was one of Wethered’s fortes in 
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his play at Deal. Not once did he 
suffer a serious lapse on the greens, 
and in most of his matches his put- 
ter worked like a charm. 

To Harold Hilton, former holder of 
the British open and amateyr cham- 
pionships as well as the American 
amateur, Darwin attributes some- 
thing else in Wethered’s development 
to championship caliber, It ig claimed 
that Hilton it was who pointed 


out to Wethered that in his play 


with iron clubs he stood rather too far 


‘away from the ball. As result, he 


got tremendous distance, but his con- 
trol was bad. His swing was too 
loose and free. Hilton pointed out ta 
bim that with his height and sweep 
of arms, he didn't need to make any 
particular allowance for leverage. As 
a result, the new champion started 
playing the ball closer’ in, § and 
promptly began to acquire better con- 
trol. 
Unorthodox Methods. 


Another interesting sidelight on 


| Wethered’s play is the fact that his 


method of playing short approach 
shots is decidedly unorthodox, Yet, 


'these strokes make up one of the 
‘strongest parts of bis game. Put 
‘him thirty or forty yvarda from the 


green, or at shorter distances and he 
is deadly at laying the ball up to the 
pin. Detailed reports of his chaim- 
pionship matches show that it was 
here his most marked = superiority 
showed itself, and that, too, in spite 
of the fact that he is acknowledged 
to be one of the real long hitters of 
the gnome, 

Yet, for all of his deadliness at the 
short approach game, he employs his 
wrist in a manner that most critecs 
declare is decidedly dangerous = and 
likely to lead to @isaster. Instead 
of hitting through with his bands 
and keeping his wrists firm, except 
for shots where a rather high piteh 
is necessary, he used a flick of the 


/ wrists, his hands coming almost to a 


stop as they reach the approximate 
position that they oecupied in the ad- 
dress, the club being carried through 
almost entirely by this flick, leaving 
its head pointing pp in the air al- 
most the length of the shaft higher 
than the hands, 

As remarked above, in spite of this 
unorthodox method, he gets fine re- 
sults. So long as he can continue to 
do so, the critics must content them- 
selves with observing that he is 
making the game a bit harder and 
results a little more uncertain = for 
himself than should be the case, But 
even so, this 1s not the first instance

AUSTIN DOBSON: HIS BOOK 


Time is not always tbe ruthless 
transmuter of ancient good into un- 
couthness. Sometimes the years give 
the faint fragrance of yesterday's 
roses, the softness of fabrivs laid away 
in lavender. Little systems have their 
day and distance lends a kindly en- 
chantment to their crudities; sear 
fashions find sanetuary in the pages 
of Godey’s Lady's Book to be stored 
by collectors nnd dealers in serendipity 
beside portfolios of old-fashioned val- 
entines and sandalwood boxes hiding 
lace mittens and milady’s fan. To 
books time becomes yet more debonair, 
adding the charm that is perennial to 
the old-world muse. This is the bird 
in last year’s nest that delays its flit- 
ting—the lifigering backlook across a 
delightful vista. 


“Austin Dobson: an anthology of 
prose and verse” is a bouquet gathered 
by the poet's son from “one of the 
most earefully arranged and exquisite 
gardens in the whole of English liter- 
ature.” ‘I'he metaphor is that of Ed- 
mund Gosse who speeds the little book 
on its way with the affectionate com- 
mendation of one who was a personal 
friend of the author and an apprecia- 
tive critic “in season and out of sea- 
son” of his writing. The charming 
exterior of the book suggests choice 
things within, ‘The pepaonal book- 
plate of Austin Dobson, printed from 
the design of E. A. Abbey, serves as 
title—a scholar of yesteryear whose 
quill pens .dre not more indicative of 
antiquity than his periwig and buckled 
shoes. One is almost persuaded that 
the elegant gentleman is reading “Old- 
world Idyllis,.” “At the Sign of the 
Lyre,” or,the quaintest of all the 
press titled, “Proverbs in Porcelain.” 

Prose Anthology. 


The prose anthology is a collection 
of miniature essays on eighteenth cen- 
tury writers and impressions of old 
London, varied with peculiarly vivid 
thumb-nail portraits of the French 
revolutionists—the Queen of the Gi- 
ronde, the Triumvir Marat, and Louis 
Capet of the royal house of Bourbon. 
The essays might well be those of 
eighteenth century writers, true de- 
scendants as they are of the easy and 
unpretentious style of the breakfast 
table journal, yet mindful of the laws 
of literary art. In matter as well as 
manner they are of the century of 
the popular blue-covered Gentleman's 
Magazine with its front* page repre- 
sentation of the old gafehouse and its 
glimpse of the archway room window 
reminiscént of Garrick’s debut. The 
literary firmanent boasted Richard- 
son, dying “merely for want of change 
among his flatterers,”’ the opportunity 
squandering Goldsmith, and Richard 
Steele to whom matrimony was a 
rockier road than authorship, “dear 
Prue” being “gey ill te live with.” 
Events unconnected with literature 
moved quickly, for Edward Vern@n, 
vice admiral of the blue, had van- 
quished the Don at Port-Bello, becom- 
ing a household word and meeting the 
publie eye on endless inn and posting- 
house signs, not sufficiently awe-in- 
spiring, however, to frighten the gen- 
tlemen of the road who flourished 
like the green bay treé in the “days 
of the glorious Hanover line.” 


Dobson’s England. 


Austin Dobson's England is the Eng- 
land of history and of the novelists. 
Memories convert the Thames, now 
fretted with steam launches, to the 
smooth stream upon which Sir Roger 
de Coverley embarked in the crippled 
waterman’s wherry, and Horace Wal- 
pole traveled to an evening’s enter- 
tainment at Vauxhall or Ranelagh. In 
the heyday of the tavern the thatched 
house in St. James street was a popu- 
lar rendezvous, and later Bert6lini’s 
on St. Martin’s street became a raly- 
ing place of the early Victorian liter- 
ati. The period was one of high light 
and deep shadow, shorking. social 
abuses and the light-hearted frivolity 
of pleasure-seekers taking the waters 
at Bath. 

A third group of essays is of the 


'dramatie period of the French revo- 


lution. Sacrifices to La Guillotine go 
to their grim destination across the 
pages, “recommended” perhaps by 
L’Ami 4a fPeuple, Marat, of - the

In reading this story the other day 
I laid the book down and began 
dreaming of the unbuilded temples 
whose plans and specifications have 
been sketched upon the tablets of the 
heart men. What a world of pa- 
ere tS here. I thought of the 


they 
worshipped and mankind they loved. 
The saddest stories in the world are 
the stories of the failure of noble 
plans, and of the untranslated im- 
pulses of righteousness. These are the 
people who really set their hearts upon 
doing some worthy thing, and health 
failed, friends forsook them, or, per- 
haps, enemies triumphed. Sometimes 
we call thenymartyrs, sometimes vis- 
ionaries, oftener we call them nothing, 
for we do not know them. ‘These are 
the obscure and unknown ones walk- 
ing around in our midst in whose 
hearts some lofty aspiration, or 
righteous passion, struggles for ex- 
pression, but is never able to body it- 
How strange it seems 
that any good impulse should ever be 
ae or any high aspiration ever 
ail. 
Purpose vs. Performance. 

But is that_true? It is just that 
statement which I challenge. Is the 
outward expression of any life the 
test of its success, or the form the 
real fruitage of its accomplishment?

My point is that the purpose is al- 
ways bigger than the performance, 
the man than the plan. It is aiways 
true that it is the purpose which 
forms the man, and not the man who 
perférms the purposé® which really 
counts.

and color, and vitalize every word and 
act of the life. He who has a lofty 
ideal within his soul worships with- 


in the sacred precincts of a temple. 
He may never build this temple into 
stone, but he can never build ig- 
nobly. Who can estimate the protect- 
ing power of a pure purpose? 

ere, indeed is the character of*@ 
man. tHlere is the secret of every 
man’s influence—it is his heart power. 
A man is not what he does, but he. 
is the purpose back of the deed. We 
are often surprised at the weakness 
of some words and deeds, which, in 
themselves, ghauld have force, It is 
the weakness of che purpose pack ee 
them. On the other band, some simpty 
unobtrusive lives, not foremost noe 
prominent in active life, have a moral 
vitality and a spiritual poteney which 
IS a constant surprise. The answer 
is, there is a temple in the heart, and 
in it he worships day and night. 
Thus one’s simple words and deeds 
come fresh from the holy of holies. 

Building Temples. 

But David's temple was _ builded 
and builded out of the materials which 
he bad gathered.

voecate a flat tax on every gross in- 
come of over one thousand dollars in 
the stute of Georgia. I will insist on 
every man who enjoys the protection 
of the government and the benefits of 
its institutions paying his fare and 


| proportionate share of the expense, ac-

‘The poor man’s 
share will be so small that he will not 
mind it, and the rich man, being re- 
quired to pay only his fair proportion 
according to his means, will be con-

2. That under any property tax 
system all property be taxed upon its 
100 per cent market value. 

3. That “invisible’’ property of 
every kind and description be disclosed 
and compelled to pay its fair share of 
the taxation. There must not be fa- 
voritism, preferences, immunities or 
exeinptions, unless they be constitu- 
tional exemptions. 

‘hese are fundamentally fair and 
equitable principles of taxation. They 


cannot be honestly challenged by any 
individual, class or group. They are 
the only fair principles upon which to 
base taxation. 

A member of past legislatures and 
member-elect in the coming one, whom 
I had never met, called at my office 
recently to get acquainted. He said a 
few pleasant things and indulged 
the hope that he and I wold be able 
to stand and work together. He in- 
pressed me favorably and I cordially 
joined in his expressed hopes for 
united efforts. He told me he was 
goirg to do all in his power to repeal 
the tax equalization law. I replied 
that I doubted whether I would join 
him in this or not. He leveled his 
finger at my face and said : 

“If I did not do it, they’d eat me 
up in my county, and if you do not 
do it they'll eat you up here. 

I replied, “I did not ask anybody to 
send me to the legislature, and I am 
not going to ask anybody what to -do 
when I get there. For the sake of ar- 
gument I'll admit in the legislature 
that the tax equalization law 1s as bad 
as you say it is—and worse than your 
people think it is, but that I am tak- 
ing it for granted that it is the best 
taxation law the Georgia legislature 
is capable of constructing, and until 
the legislature constructs 4 better 
one 1 will hold that it is not able to 
create an improved one and that it 
is my duty to stand pat on the old 
one until an improved one is put in 
its place”

and impressively that the tax equaliza- 


tion law is the most damnable enact+ 
ment @ver placed on a statute book. 
I meapbied that if this is true Jt Is ex- 
actly the weapon to use to cudgel the 
legislature into replacing it with a 
good law embodying a proper system 
of taxation. 

I have stated before that the con- 


struction and enactment of a fair and 


equitable taxation system is a direct 
challenge to the intelligence, patriot- 
ism and business capacity of Georgia. 
Georgia is a rich state. Georgia 
without any hardship can pay through 
the agency of taxation all that is re- 
quired to run its government and sup- 
port its institutions. Georgians are 
well able to work out a just and equit-

Says Georgia Will Never 
Repeal Bone-Dry Law 


Editor Constitution: T gee in to- 
day’s Constitution that Representative 
Craig Arnold, of Lumkin county, pro- 
poses to introduce at the next session 
of the legislature a bill to repeal our 
Georgia bene-dry prohibition law, bas- 
ing his assumption that a “number of 
States will repeal the bone-dry law.” 

What has the repeal of the bone-dry 
law in other states got to do with our.

parts of the state has caused federal 
enforcement officers to be employed 
by the national government to enforce 
the Volstead act, and this is the only 
supposed conflict between the two au- 
thorities on the question of enforce- 
ment? Let the state enforzement of- 
ficers do their duty, and . then we 
won't have any use for the Voulstead 
law. 

Right here in Carroll county the 
bone-dry law is rigidly enforced by our 
courts and the violator of the law 
has to suffer for his transgression, and 
this class would like to see the law 
wiped off the statute books. 

I am satisfied’ there is no «trong 
public sentiment for the repeal of this 
law. I am predicting a hopeless fail- 
ure when it comes up in the coming 
session of the legislature for there is 
no good cause for its repeal.

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HE authenticity of the Bible has 
been called in question by an an- 
clent Spanish manuscript. 

This manuscript, which was 
Originally in the possession of 
the cathedral at Tarragona, Spain, 
and was purchased in 1907 by a 
New York millionaire, Archer M. Hunting- 
ton, has been made the bone of contention 
among Biblical scholars of two continents. 


Dr. E. S. Buchanan, a famous Latin 
scholar, who had access to it immediately 
following its arrival in this country, and 
about whose head the storm has broken, 
Says: 


That the ancient text furnishes no basis 
for the belief in the day of judgment. 

That it furnishes no basis for the belief in 
the end of the world, for baptism, or for 
hell. 


That it furnishes no basis for the in- 
ferior position’ assigned to women in the 
accepted versions of the Bible. 

That it differs markedly from the atti- 
tude toward divorce as expressed in the 
authorized compilations, 


That t# even denies the orthod@ox story 
of Christ’s birth, and states his mother was 
Samaritan, not Jewish. 

Professor Buchanan is quoted as stating 
that he had been asked by Mr. Huntington 
to publish his findings, but that later the 
millionaire scholar and author had ordered 
the publication suppressed because ‘‘it 
might constitute a great blow to religion.” 

This has been denied by Mr. Huntington, 
who declares the suppression § followed 
opinions by other scientists to the effect 
that they had been unable to discover in 
the manuscript the same things Dr. Buch- 
anan said he had discovered after fifteen 
months’ patient search. 

And herein lies the crux of the 
controversy. For the manuscript is what 
is known as a palimysest; that is, one from 
which the original writing has been erased 
and later writing superimposed. 

It is this earlier writing Dr. 
says he has been able to decipher. Other

An Ancient Manuscript From Spain Gives 
Rise to Sharp Difference of Opinion 


By ROBERT I. SNAJDR 


Dr. Buchanan says the older text was in- 
Scribed probably in the first or second cen- 
tury of the Christian era, which would 
cause it to antedate by two or three cen- 
turies the Vulgate. This was a translation 
made by St. Jerome in the fourth century 
from the Hebrew texts. 

The Latin scholar says he has translated 
only about one-tenth of the old text, and 
that the whole palimpsest contains 38,016 
lines. 

His contention, if proved, would throw 
an entirely new light on the accepted ver- 
Bible, the Vulgate; the King 
James and the Douay versions, and would 
indicate strongly that the old scholars, when 
they compited those interpretations, did not 
go completely back to the original gospel 
sources. The palimpsest,’ Dr. Buchanan 
Says, does go back to those sources.

“The text is in Latin, in double columns 
of twenty-two lines to a page. The double 
columns and the shortness and exact size 
of each line of writing have proved inyal- 
uable aids to its decipherment. 

“But so well had the work of oblitera- 
tion been done that none of the previous 
Owners of the manuscript was aware that 
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it was a palimpsest. Owing to this nearly 
total obliteration the manuscript was ‘not 
destroyed, as it would ‘undoubtedly have 
been had its buried readings been easily 
decipherable. 

“Hidden from the ordinary observer’s 
eye, the parchment survived the thousand 
years’ inquisition made from 380 to 1380 
by the supporters of our revised Bible text 
when they sought to establish their text 
alone upon earth.” 

In an article Dr. Buchanan once published 
he maintained that variants from the re- 
vised versions of the Bible found in four 
other ancient Latin texts were all found in 
the Huntington codex, from which he con-

“In any palimpsest, when two layers of 
writing have been laid on, centuries apart, 
we generally find that one writing is bigger 
than the other, that sometimes one scribe 
has written in two columns while the other 
has written right across the page, and 
that almost always one text overlaps the 
Other.”’ 

Professor Lowe has produced some fac- 
Similes of palimpsests to illustrate his point 
and he also stressed the statement that 
nearly all palimpsests occur in the seventh 
and eighth centuries, and that it would 
be quite extraordinary if a scribe of the 
fifteenth century should be so short of 
parchment as to use sheets which had been 
already used for another purpose. In the 
lifteenth century, he said, there was no 
Shertage of writing parchment, as there 
was in the earlier days. 

Professor Lowe said he had suggested his 
tiory to Professor Burr, of Cornell, and 
that the latter had agreed with him that 
it was merely a case of printer's offset. 

Dr. Charles C, Edmunds, professor of 
literature and interpretation of the New 
Testament, of the General Theological semi- 
nary, New York, believes that if there are 
Original writings under the regular text, 
and if they are what Professor ®chanan 
Says, they merely constitute an addition to 
the apocryphal books; that is, those which 
have not been accepted as genuine by the 
church. 

“We already have a number of ‘gospels,’

But to 
attain his ideal of international peace, he 
played into the hands of revolutionary la- 
bor, and defended many of its violent meth 
ods, including “direct action.”” It was with 
Aristide Briand that he had drawn up the 
plans of a general strike in which every 
trade union or syndicate in France would 
join at the appointed hour, in order to 
demonstrate the power of “labor” and to 
ovetihrow the autocracy of “‘capital.” 

When Briand deserted the left wing, 
modified his views for the sake of office, 
and finally became premier of France, 
Jaures, who had taunted him as a renegade, 
put into operation against him the weapon 
he-thad helped to forge. A general strike 
was declared.

I decided to 
watch the drama, if possible, from a more 
comfortable observation post, and knocked 
at the door of one of the tall tenement 
houses near by. It was opened by a vil- 
lianous-looking man, shielding the flame of 
a candle with a filthy hand. 

“What do you want?” he asked in

E bargained with me Sullenly, and I 
agreed to five francs for a place on 
his roof. It was worth that money, to me, 
to see how the poor of Paris sleep in their 
cheap lodging houses. I went through the 
rooms on each floor, by way of rickety old 
stairs, and in each room were fifteen to 
twenty people, sitting or lying on iron bed- 
steads, men in some rooms, women in oth- 
ers. Some of them were sleeping and 
snoring, others lay, half dressed, reading 
Scraps of newspaper by flickering gas light. 
Others were undressing, careless of the 
publicity given to their rags. It was aston- 
ishing to me that hardly any of them paid 
the slightést attention to the scenes in the 
street below, which were becoming riotous, 
as I could hear by gusts of noise, in which 
the shrieks of women mingled with hoarse 
groans and vells and a kind of sullen chant 
with the words, “Hue! Hue! Hue! A bas la 
police! A bas la police! Hue! Hue! Huel!’’ 
This house was older than the French 
revolution, and 1 couldn’t: help thinktng 
that perhaps when the tumbrils were pass- 
ing on their way to the guillotine, men and 
women fike this were lying abed, or yawn- 
ing and combing their matted hair, or play- 
ing cards bv candlelight, as two fellows 
here, not bothering to glance beyond the 
windows at such a common sight as another 
batch of aristocrats going to their death. 

From the root I looked down on the 
turbulent crowd, charged again and again 
by the republican guards until the street 
was clear. Presently the cheminots came 
Surging out of the Salle de Manege, with 
Jaures at their head, walking very slowly. 
The police let Jaures get past, and then 
broke up the procession behind him, with 
needless brutality, as it seemed to me. 
Many men were knocked down, and fell un- 
der the horses’ hoofs. Others were beaten 
by blunt swords. 

Not only Paris was in the throes of the 
general strike, but all France. It was a Se- 
rious threat to the French government and 
to the- social life of the people. Briand, 
who had plaved with revelutionary ideas as 
a younger man, showed now that he had 
the wisdom that comes trom responsibility, 
and the courage to apply it. He called cer- 
tain classes to the colors. If they disobeved, 
it would be treason to the flag, punishable 
by death. If thev obey ed, it would break 
the general strike, as they would be or- 
dered, as soldiers, to run the trains, and 
distribute Supplies. It was a great risk to 
take, threatening civil war, but 
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great salon furnished in the style of Louis 
XV., with gilded chairs and a marble-topped 
table at which Napoleon had once sat as 
emperor. I was chatting with one of his 
Secretaries, when the door opened, and a 
tall, heavily built man with large, dark, 
melancholy eyes, came into the room. He 
looked at me somberly, and I stared back, 
not realizing that it was the prime minister 
of France. Then the secretary whispered, 
‘Monsieur Briand,’ and he held out his 
hand to me. We had a long talk, or, rather, 
he talked and I listened, impressed by the 
apparent frankness and simplicity and cour- 
age of the man. 


E told me how great had been the 
danger to France from the forces of 
anarchy let loose by the Confederation Gen- 
erale de Travail by their action of the gen- 


eral strike, and he defended the policy by. 


which he had broken that thregt against the 
authority of government. He did not dis- 
guise from me that he had risked not only 
his political life aid reputation, but even 
the very peace and stability of France. But 
that risk had been necessary, because the 
alternative would have been a weak and 
Shametul surrender to anarchy and revolu- 
tion, 

Jaures was beaten, as he deserved to be, 
on that isSue. His first defeat was not then, 
but in August of 19°14, when those German 
socialists, in whose pacifism and brother- 
hood of man he had believed, supported the 
challenge of their war lords against France 
and Russia, and marched with all the rest 
toward the French frontier. The whole of 
Jaures’ life struggle for international peace 
was made vain by the beating of drums for 
the greatest war in history. Among. his 
own people there were many, once spell- 
bound by his oratory and loval to his lead- 
ership, who now abused him as the man 
who had weakened the defenses of France 
by his anti-militarist influence. There were 
Some, even, who said, ‘“‘Jaures betraved us 
to the enemy!" 

Qn that night when many nations of Eu- 
rope answered the call to arms, Stupefied, 
conscious of enormous terrors approach- 
ing all human life, hearing already, in imagi- 
nation, the thunder of a world cf guns 
that had not vet opened fire, I paced the 
Streets of Paris with a friend, wondering 
how soon he and 1 would be caught up in 
that death struggle ; 

“Let us turn in at the Croissant,” he 
Said “We must eat, though the world 
goes mad.’ 

It was late, and when we arrived at the 
restaurant in the Rue Montmartre, it was 
closed and guarded by police. 

“What has happened”’ I asked, and 
some one in the crowd answered with in- 
tense emotion 

‘“Jaures is assassinated’ He was shot 
there, as he sat at dinner.’ 

He was shot from behind a.curtain.. in 
a plush-covered seat where often | had sat. 
by some young man who believed that. in 
Ki 
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who did not Offer his life as a willing $ac- 
rifice, in that war which seemed not only 
against France and her friends, but against 
civilization itself and all humanity. So the 
poilus believed, with simple faith, unshaken 
by any doubt—in the peaceful policy of 
France and the unprovoked aggression of 
Germany, 

The only time in which I myself have 
been in the hands of the French police was 
in the early days of the war, while I was 
waiting in Paris for my papers as accredited 
war correspondent with the British armies 
in the field. This unpleasant experience 
was due to my ceaseless curiosity in life 
and the rash acceptance of a casual invita- 
tion. 

A friend of mine had become acquainted 
with two ladies who sang at “Olympia,”’ and 
| happened to be in a taxicab with him 
when they approached the door of his ve- 
hicle as we alighted. 

It was 11 o’clock at night, and it was 
murmured by the two ladies that they were 
going to a “reception’’ at some apartment 
near the Etoile—a most aristocratic neigh- 
borhood. They would be delighted if we 
accompanied them. I was tired, and did 
not wish to go, but my friend, Brown, al- 
ways tresh at midnight, saw amusement 
ahead, and begged me to come. 

“For an hour, then,” I said.

~'TANDING before the pavilion were two
